London, June 38.—One plan for 
solving the complexities of reparations 
and the Ruhr situation, which lately 
has come to the ears of your corre- 
spondent with increasing insistence, 
has complications necessarily disturb- 
ing to A: “ean business men. 

To follow this plan and to follow | 
anything concerning the Ruhr with 
intelligence, it is essential to under- 
one basie fact: namely, that 
the iron ore which in Alsace- 
Lorraine and the cozl which is in 
the Rubr compose, in nature, a sin- 
gle industrial unit, and an id_al one, 
It is a case of coal and iron mutually 
adapted to each other in closer jux-

world. So soon as both came under 
the ownership of one nation through 
the war of 1871, Germany proceeded 
to rise from a negligible position to 
that of the second steel producer in 
the world, leaving Great Britain be- 
hind in the race. 

But with the recent war the iron 
ore of Alsace-Lorraine went back to 
France, while the coal in the Ruhr 
remained with Germany. The eco- 
nomie integrity of the unit, with its 
ideal effectiveness from a commercial 
point of view, was cut in two. Both 
the French industrial magnates and 
the German ones were embarrassed. 

Economic Unity Sought. 

Back of the quiet negotiations for 
the settlement of the Rubr which bave 
been going on between German and 
I'rench business men is .the thought 
of restoring an economical unity which 
is divided politically. A way to do 
this, and at the same time make it 
palatable politically, is now proposed. 
The pleu is to unite the Ruhr indus- 


tries into one great trust, or cartel, 
as the European word is. A certain 
fraction of the shares would be left 
to Germany. The remainder would 
be allocated to France, Great Brit- 
ain. Belgium, Italy and the other al- 
lies in proportion as they are en- 
titled to share in reparations. Rep- 
arationus then would be paid in the 
shape of dividends on the shares in 
the trust.

The street railway company sought 
to increase the fare to Decatur and 
College Park at the same time that 
the fares were raised in Atlanta, under 
ruling of the state railroad commis- 
sion, since changed to the Georgia 
public service commission. The two 
corporate cities, however, secured in- 
junctions, after the company, they 
charged, had tried to invalidate its 
contracts, claiming that they were con- 
fiscatory, affording insufficient rev- 
enue for the service rendered.

Such acid substances as are formed 
in the body and sometimes retained 
in excess, or rather not so promptly 
destroyed and eliminated as they 
should be, are products of incomplete 
combustion. Take urie acid as an ex- 
ample. It is normally produced in cer- 
{tain quantity by ordinary functional 
museular activity, from the partial 
oxidation of nitrogenoug matter; 
more complete oxidation of the same 
nitrogenous matter produces urea, not 
urie acid, and further oxidation of 
the same matter produces ammonia. 
The fatigue produced by muscular

Probably the mysterious process of 
“setting second wind” is merely an 
increased secretion of exercise which 
enables the cells of the body to re- 
ceive the increased amount of oxygen 
they demand. Certainly when a 
sedentary indoor worker finds himself 
constantly inclined to yawn, he needs 
some more oxygen; there are several 
wavs to get it. 

Certain individuals of a character- 
istic type known to physicians as vag- 
otonia, complain of a feeling of ina- 
bility to expire fully; some of them 
actually have asthma. ‘They are en- 
dowed with “large’’ eves, slow pulse 
rate, spare build, cold hands and feet, 
and probably an inefficient adrenal 
gland system.
